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Tenn. Code Ann. §68-1-128 requires the Tennessee Department of Heath to identify high-risk 

prescribers.  

If a prescriber is identified as a high-risk prescriber, the Tennessee Board of Medical Examiners 

shall notify the prescriber and, if applicable, the prescriber’s collaborating physician of the 

prescriber’s identification as a high-risk prescriber and require the prescriber to participate in a 

continuing education course that is designed to inform providers about the risks, complications 

and consequences of opioid addition.  The specific continuing education courses and number of 

hours to be completed by the prescriber shall be determined by the Board. 

In order to meet this requirement, it is the Board’s position that the prescriber must complete a 

continuing education course or courses that individually or combined total no less than twenty 

(20) hours and address the risks, complications and consequences of opioids addiction.

Examiners which address the risks, complications, and consequences of opioid addiction.

Should a prescriber wish to attend a continuing education course that is not listed, a review of the 

course syllabus by the Board’s Medical Director will be necessary to assure education regarding 

the risks, complications and consequences of opioid addiction is included. Prior approval by the 

Board’s Medical Director is required for courses not listed.  
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
